D e c o ra tio n K ay—Its O b serv an c e T liro n g l. - 
o u t th e C o u n try . 
P h il a d e l p h ia , May 29th.—A t the Acade­ 
my of Music this evening the National me­ 
morial teri ice, in aid of the Meade Monu­ 
ment Fund, was held under the auspices of 
Meade Post, No. 1, G. A. R. 
President 
Hayes, Secretary of War Ramsay, 
Carl 
Schurz, GeneraLs Sherman, Augur, Hancock, 
Slocum, Ricketts, W. H. Davis, Kilby, 
Smith, Poe, the Philadelphia delegation in 
Congress, and others were preeent. 
The ora­ 
tor of the evening was ex-Goveruor Cham­ 
berlain, of Maine, who delivered a long aud 
finished orative in eulogy of General Meade 
and the soldiers who died for their country. 
President Hayes made a short address in re­ 
sponse to loud calls. 
General Sherman then 
delivered a brief eulogy, and was followed 
by Attorney-General Devens, General Han­ 
cock and General Stewart L. Woodford. 
When the ceremonies concluded, the Presi­ 
dent held a brief reception at the Union 
League, and at midnight took the train for 
Washington. 
AT UETTYPBUKC. 
G e tty s b u rg , May 29th.—Charles G. W ill­ 
iams, mernbtr of Congress from Wisconsin, 
delivered an. oration in the National Ceme­ 
tery to-day, and was listened to by more than 
5,000 persons. 
The ceremony of placing 
flowers upon the graves followed. 
School 
children scattered flowers over the soldiers’ 
graves encircling the battle monument. 
THE DAY IN THE WEST. 
■ 
C h ica g o , May 29th.—To-day was largely 
observed as Decoration Day, East aud West. 
In Chicago the weather was rainy and dis­ 
agreeable, and there was a far less display of 
flowers than usual. 
AT THE NATION’S CAFITAL. 


W a s h in g t o n , May 29th.—Decoration Day 
was observed by a procession of ex-soldiers 
and veterans. 
A t Arlington the orphaned 
children of soldiers joined in the procession, 
strewing the graves with flowers. 
Emily 
Hawthorne read a poem, and George C. Ha- 
zelton of Wisconsin delivered an oration. 
Congress was not in session to-day, and all 
the Departments were closed. 
A ROW IN A CEMETERY. 


P h il a d e l p h ia , 
May 29th,—During the 
decoration exercises to day by the colored 
soldiers in Lebanon Cemetery (a colored place 
of interment), a row took place between a 
party of Irishmen and Post No. 80, and sev­ 
eral were shot and cut, no one fatally. 
T lie W h itta k e r l i n e — F o u n d l .u i l l i a n d 
I’lu e rd 1 ru le r A rre s t. 
W e s t P o in t , May 29th.— The Court of 
Inquiry iu the case of Cadet Whittaker met 
in secret session to-day, and agreed upon a 
final report, which is signed by all the mem­ 
bers. 
The conclusions are : 
First, that the 
Court is unable to believe such slight wounds 
as Cadet Whittaker received could he in­ 
flicted by persons in the mauner aud under 
the circumstances described by him ; second, 
it does not see why, with his surroundings, 
and in his condition and frame of mind, as 
shown by his own evidence, he should have 
submitted to an assault such as is alleged, 
without summoning assistance during the 
assault, or immediately thereafter; third, it 
believes that a person tied as lie was, and left 
as he claims to have been, could readily have 
released him self; fourth, from the testimony 
of the Post Surgeon ami others the Court is 
compelled to believe that Cadet Whittaker 
was ueither asleep nor insensible when he 
was examined on the morning of April 0th, 
but was feigning ; fifth, the Court is not able 
to discover any motive that any person other 
than Cadet Whittaker could have in making 
such an assault, and there is no evidence 
whatever to warrant the belief that any 
other person.did i t ; sixth, it believes the 
hair-clipping, flesh-cutting and binding could 
alt have been accomplished by Cadet W hitta­ 
ker himself. 
The theory that the note of 
warning is an imitation of Cadet W hit­ 
taker’s 
handwriting 
is 
untenable. 
The 
severe tests to which the experts in hand­ 
writing were subjected and their positive tes­ 
timony place it beyond a doubt that Cadet 
Whittaker himself wrote the note of warn­ 
ing, and is therefore not ignorant of the per­ 
son or persons who were engaged in the 
affair. Thi = latter conclusion is strengthened 
by the fact that one-half of the sheet of the 
paper on which this note is written was 
found in Cadet Whittaker’s possesion. From 
the strong array of circumstantial evidence ; 
from the testimony of the experts in hand­ 
writing, and from the conflicting statements 
of Cadet Whittaker, and the lack of veracity 
evinced by him in certain cases during the 
investigation, as is shown by the evidence, 
the Court is of the opinion that the imputa­ 
tion upon the character of Cadet Whittaker, 
referred to in the convening of the Court, 
and contained in the official reports of the 
Commandant of the Cadets and the Post 
Surgeon, is fully sustained. 
When the re­ 
port was sent to General Schofield and read 
by him, he caused a letter to be addressed to 
Colonel Lazeile, Commandant of the Corps 
of Cadets, directing the arrest of Whittaker, 
aud the placing of him in confinement in his 
room. 
The order was promptly carried out, 
and Whittaker will remain under arrest 
until the case is disposed of, and the guard 
will keep him under surveillance. Officers ia 
high rank, being asked wnat disposition 
would be made of him, if the findings of the 
Court are approved by the War Department, 
replied that if he was a non-com missioned 
officer he would be tried by Court-martial, 
but it is probable if the President approves, 
he will he dismissed the Academy, or turned 
over to the civil authorities. 
Whittaker still 
protests his innocence. 
The findings of the 
Court will be forwarded to the War Depart­ 
ment to-night. 
T be F ig b t fo r th e P re sid e n c y . 
C h ica g o , May 29th.—Politically, this city 
is much more excited at present than conven­ 
tion cities are apt to be so long before the 
meeting ot the Convention. 
There has been 
no room to spare in any hotel for a week, 
and every train brings scores and hundreds 
more of visitors, delegates and politicians. 
Something like 400 delegates have already 
arrived. 
Few wild claims are being put for­ 
ward by the friends of either of the candi­ 
dates, but hard, determined and obstinate 
work is being done by all the managers. 
It 
is the almost universal opinion that the Con­ 
vention will last three days at least. 
This, it 
is believed, will be the case because of the 
numerous knotty questions to come before it. 
The one which is acknowledged to be the 
most important is the unit rule. 
The most 
bitterly contested one seems likely to he the 
Illinois contest. Both side3 of the latter case 
are being carefully prepared and will be 
ably presented. 
The unit rule will probably 
come up at the start. 
There is a teeling that 
Don Cameron will be a stroDg card for the 
Grant men to defeat any proposition to abol­ 
ish the unit rule, ar.d for this reason the talk 
of deposing him from the Chairmanship of 
the National Committee before tlie Conven­ 
tion is called is growing into prominence. 
This evening's train brought in great acces­ 
sions to the ranks of the delegates and politi­ 
cians here. The following were among them : 
Senator Conkling, Senator Woodin, Fred. 
Douglass, Postmaster James of New York, 
Lieutenant-Governor Mansfield of California, 
who says the delegation is solid for Blaine, 
with Wasbburne as second choice, and all op­ 
posed to a third term ; II. C. McCormick, 
Governor D. F. Davis of Maine, George 
Davis of Texas, General Tyner, Governor B. 
F. Prescott of N ew Hampshire, and Charles 
K. Graham of New York.

A t the Chicago and Northwestern depot at 
Council Bluffs they were given a reception, 
and twenty-one guns were fired for Blaine.

Meiggs, T. D. Edwards, W. W . Bishop, C. 
C. Stephens and M. I). Foley—all solid fur 
Blaine, and, like the Californians, will not 
vote for Grant’s nomination under any cir- 
eum-tauces (so they say). 
Governor Routt 
and Colonel Currys, Grant’s delegates from 
Colorado, were also on board, together with 
the following: 
Henry N . Blake, delegate 
from M ontana; Colonel Skoup, delegate 
from Idaho; Lorenzo Crounse, Dr. Lewis 
and Dr. Persiugcr, delegates from Nebraska, 
lie In d ia n s P rep arin g lo Itig Ip Hie 
H atchet. 
L a r a m ie C it y , May 29th.—Fred. B. King, 
the courier who arrived on Thursday with tlie 
intelligence that the Utes were in North 
Park, started back yesterday, getting to 
Cummings City, thirty miles southwest. 
He 
met three men just from the Park, with let­ 
ters and dispatches. 
Taking a fresh horse, 
he returned, reaching here at 10 o’clock last 
night. 
On the next day after Burlingame 
was driven into Walden by the Indians, W al­ 
den and O'Brien started out with Burlingame 
to verify his story. 
Near Illinois creek they 
saw four or five hundred ponies and a large 
hand of Indians, thought to he Utes. 
The 
Indians were separating their ponies from 
the herd, as though preparing for some ex­ 
pedition. 
The three men then returned, and 
the entire party of men, women and children 
at Walden’s camp, numbering about 35, 
packed and retreated to Pinkham’s, in the 
north end of the Park, where they are now 
fortified. 
The mail-carrier from this city to Tyner, 
in the North Park, reports seeing several 
bands of Indians at a distance on his last 
trip in. 
Nothing has been seen or heard of 
Carr or Dow, and they have undoubtedly 
been killed. 
King brought dispatches from 
Walden and others to Governor Pitken, call 
ing for help. 
General Flint of Fort Sanders 
has telegraphed to Fort Steele for pack- 
horses to be sent by a special train, and two 
companies will be sent to the lescue to-mor­ 
row. 
The party now at Pinkham’s is poorly 
armed, and great fears are entertained for 
their safety. 
There are about seven hundred 
miners aud prospectors in the North Park,- 
and the Indians will probably kill a great 
many before they r.an get together in suf­ 
ficient numbers to oppose them. North Park 
is some distance from the reservation, and 
the only way into it from the north is via 
Laramie City. 
No one feared the Indians, 
and consequently those who have gone iu 
have but few arms. 
O il E xp losion o n 8!iipl>»nrt!. 
P h ila d e lp h ia , May 29th.—John Viucent, 
second-mate of the British ship Sophia, 
Richard Hendricks, seaman, and two appren­ 
tices, John Barber and George Chapman, 
were amusing themselves in the oil-ruom of 
the ship to-day, while awaiting dinner, when 
one of the party went into the cook’s galley 
adjoining, and, heating a poker red hot, re­ 
turned with it to the oil-room. As this dem­ 
onstration did not stampede the party, the 
poker was thrust at a barrel ot kerosene.

and subsequently other leases on adjacent 
property, to the extent of many hundreds of 
acres, were procured. 
A prominent capital­ 
ist was induced to make an examination and 
thorough inspection, upon which, it is re­ 
ported, lie offered all the money desired. 
From $40,000 to $50,000 worth of machinery 
has already been ordered, and in a few days 
it is expected that ore, or what is said to be 
ore, will be transported from the mines to 
milis that have been secured on the line of 
the Central Railroad near Plainfield. 
It is 
said that veins of ore eight feet thick crop 
out on the surface at many places where 
mining privileges have been secured, and 
miners estimate that the yield of gold and 
silver will be heavy and profitable, as the 
copper will pay enough to meet all expenses. 
There is considerable excitement over the 
alleged discovery.

THE COMING STRUGGLE. 
The approaching contest for the Repub­ 
lican nomination at Chicago is evidently 
destined to be a very remarkable one. 
No such bitter and ij tewnined fighting in 
advance of the meeting of the National 
Convention has occurred since the time of 
Van lloren and Breckinridge. The hos­ 
tility to the nomination of Grant has long 
since assumed so pronounced and uncom­ 
promising a form that those who have 
solaced themselves with the old-fashioned 
belief in nn abandonment of all differ­ 
ences after the nomination, must experi­ 
ence unfamiliar apprehensions as to the 
possibility of re storing the entente cordiale 
in any event. And yideed the prospect oi 
a united Republican party in the event of 
the nomination ©f Grant is to-day ex­ 
tremely attenuated. The leading journals 
of the country with scarcely an exception 
have committed themselves most unquali­ 
fiedly against the third-term proposition, 
nor is there any indication that the occur­ 
rence of Grant’s success in the Couvention 
would move them to change their 
tone. The confident declarations of the 
Grant managers—and they have been 
very confident —have thus far failed 
to cause any wavering in the .ranks of the 
opposition. 
On- the contrary, the suspi­ 
cion of a plan to capture the organization 
of the Chicago Convention by Senator 
Cameron itas alreudy produced a serious 
movement to remove him from the Na­ 
tional Republican .Committee. It is to be 
noted further that since the politicians 
from all parts of the country began to meet 
at Chicago, the tone of the Grant men has 
become less arrogant and assured. Yester­ 
day for the first time they admitted that 
unless he was nominated on the first- ballot 
he would bt defeated ; and they do nut 
seem so dead sure of nominating him on the 
first ballot either. It is probable that 
many of these Graut politicians have 
learned at Chicago, for the first tin-• . how- 
very real and earnest and extensive the 
opposition to Ids nomination i,-. uud they 
also have begun to perceive the dancer of 
a fatal bolt even if they should be able to 
carry their point. It is now asserted that 
:f the Grant managers attempt any unfair­ 
ness or usurpation in organizing the Con­ 
vention, a bolt is certain to ensue, since 
the anti-Grant delegates are resolved not 
to be cheated in any way. 
It is not 
less certain however tlict if Grant is 
nominated a third candidate will be put in 
the field, for the machinery has already- 
been organized for that purpose, and by 
men whose determination cannot be 
doubted. Aud at Chicago the considera­ 
tion of what lies beyond the nomination is 
certain to have a powerful influence upon 
the average Republican politicians. Their 
final desire is for the success of the party. 
They do not care to sacrifice that success 
for the empty triumph of a nomination 
which the party cannot be got to indorse. 
Convince them that Grant- cannot obtain a 
full party vote, and their motive for insist­ 
ing upon him disappears ; and it is highly 
probable that the proof of such a contin­ 
gency is being furnished at this moment to 
many zealous but narrow delegates. Of 
course we shall have all sorts of rumors 
henceforward, until the Convention meets 
on Wednesday, and it may- not always be 
possible to separate the wheat from tjie 
chaff. Bui this is certain, that the light 
will be kept up with nndiminished energy 
and determination until tho end, and that 
the prospect- of a peaceful and harmonious 
outcome is phenomenally poor. ’

"H E SCHOOL EXAMINATIONS. 
_ 
The trouble which has arisen regarding 
the recent school examinations in this city 
is not a matter of slight importance, nor 
should it be permitted to drop until some 
guarantee is obtained for a better condition 
of things in the future. The R ecobd-U nion 
has endeavored from the tirst to treat the 
w hole matter fairly and dispassionately, 
and from the standpoint of the public in­ 
terest alone. We recognize the fact that 
the schools cannot be satisfactorily con­ 
ducted unless there is harmony and concert 
of action between the teachers, as well as 
assurance of competency on their part. 
Nothing can be more prejudicial to the 
educational interests of the children of the 
community than a feud between the Prin­ 
cipals of the Sacramento Grammar School 
and the High School, for example ; and if 
such a feud exists we have no hesitation in 
affirming that it is the plain duty of the 
Board of Education to end it without any 
delay, seeing that the real sufferers from 
any enmity of the kind must be the chil­ 
dren. It is not an easy matter to ascer­ 
tain with certainty where the blame for 
the present complications rests. It is quite 
possible that neither side is wholly free 
from error. But while it is desirable that 
no injustice be done to any- teacher, the 
fact ought to be constantly borne in 
mind that the interest of the children is 
the paramount one, and that the tirst 
thing to do is to prevent the possibility of 
injury to them from the quarrels of their 
instructors. 
Unfortunately no little in­ 
jury has been done to some of them al­ 
ready, for, as the ease stands, the pupils in 
the lirst grade in the Sacramento Grammar 
School lie under the imputation of incom­ 
petence in the study of practical arithme­ 
tic, while a suspicion rests upon the pupils 
of the tirst grade in the Capital Grammar 
School of having obtained success in the 
same study through illegitimate means. 
We shall not undertake to sit in judgment 
upon either of these cases, for after a very- 
careful examination of all the facts obtain­ 
able we do not feel warranted in conclud­ 
ing either that the cause of the Sacra­ 
mento Grammar School failure was bad 
teaching, or that the cause of the success 
of the Capital Grammar School was 
unfair knowledge of the questions to be 
asked. 
But, seeing that the want of 
friendship between Messrs. McDonald 
and Adams is notorious, we are not 
at all doubtful that the Board of 
Education committed a grave error of judg­ 
ment in permitting Mr. Adams to have 
anything to do with the preparation of the 
questions for the Grammar School exami­ 
nation. This was a blunder which almost 
justifies a suspicion of partisanship in the 
Board, for it was manifestly a putting into 
the hands of Mr. Adams an opportunity 
to wreak his dislike of Mr. McDonald by 
discrediting his capacity through his class, 
while on the other hand it enabled Mr. 
McDonald to defend himself against the 
presumption of incompetency by attribut­ 
ing the failure of his class to the hostility of 
the leading mind on the Board of Examin­ 
ers. We do not say that Mr. Adams did this, 
but that he might have done i t ; and the 
knowledge that he might have done it lias 
obviously had very much to do with the 
recent difficulties. The Board ought not 
to have employ ed him in the business at 
all, anil had it exercised good taste or com­ 
mon sense in this regard, it is almost cer­ 
tain that the present embarrassment would 
have been avoided. 
It is necessary to point out also that 
though the Board has contrived to mud­ 
dle through the Sacramento Grammar 
School fiasco after a fashion, it has by no 
means surmounted all the. difficulties in 
the case. The children who are now leav­ 
ing the Grammar School to enter the High 
School will pass under the educational 
control of a teacher who is practically 
committed against the theory of Mr. Mc­ 
Donald’s competency as an instructor. If, 
therefore, these children do well in the 
High School, it will be a vindication of 
Mr. McDonald, while if they should not 
do well it may- be regarded as a confirma­ 
tion of the view which Mr. Adams is 
believed to entertain. 
But it must 
depend almost entirely upon Mr. Adams, 
and his associates who think with 
him, whether the Grammar School grad­ 
uates do well or ill : and as we have 
show n, 
he 
can 
only 
seek 
their 
success by sacrificing his strong convic­ 
tions against their former teacher. N"Av­ 
ive care nothing, abstractly speaking, for 
any quarrel that may exist between these 
two teachers, but we protest in the most 
earnest manner against the wrong which 
must be done to the children by jeopardiz­ 
ing their interests in such a way. It is al- 
readybclicved quite generally that the first 
grade of the Sacramento Grammar School 
has been sacriticed to the gratification of a 
private feud, and even if this view be 
erroneous it is quite evident that Mr. 
Adams is placed, through his hostility to 
the Principal of the Sacramento Grammar 
School, in a particularly embarrassing rela­ 
tion to the pupils about to come under his 
charge. This is a consideration far broader 
and more important than any which has 
arisen recently, for it affects the edu­ 
cational prospects of between fifty and 
sixty children at this moment, and it in­ 
volves the success of all the children who 
shall pass from the Grammar to the High 
School while the present principals of those 
institutions hold their posts. In fact, the 
relations between these two teachers are 
incompatible with the proper and faithful 
performance of their duties, and it is in­ 
cumbent upon the Board of Education to 
decide upon some method of bringing the 
present feud to a conclusion, or, failing 
that, to make such changes in the depart­ 
ment as will secure the children against 
the dangers, humiliations and discourage­ 
ments which now interfese so seriously 
with their education. 


perhaps its chief use has been to show how 
large an clement of passionate sentimental 
sympathy with the negro, unaccompanied 
by any' practical disposition to break 
down social barriers for him, exists 
throughout the North. 
No doubt thou­ 
sands of people have been deeply interested 
in W hittaker, and have resented what they 
believed the prejudice of the authorities at 
\\ cat Point, w ho have never dreamed of 
doing anything to litt the negro to closer 
equality with themselves, and who would be 
prumpt enough to rebuke any such aspira­ 
tions on his part, if brought to their 
attention. 
Such sentimental sympathy 
may and often does coexist with an exas­ 
perating inability to perceive what common 
justice demands on behalf of the other side, 
and therefore W hittaker’s most zealous 
friends have been feast fair to the Court 
which was iuvestigatiug the case. He has 
turned out to be undeserving of sympathy, 
at least on the special grounds proposed, 
but we think that the lesson of the case can 
hardly be ini.-sed. It is, the inexpediency 
of putting colored cadets into the military 
academy at W est Point in the present con­ 
dition of public sentiment ami public edu­ 
cation. It is no boon to the colored peo­ 
ple, but rather an injury, to give them 
representation in such a place, and it only 
serves to foster and strengthen the race 
prejudices which white men and women 
and children do unquestionably labor un­ 
der, notwithstanding the loose talk of en­ 
thusiasts and platform philosophers. 
ANOTHER FLOP. 
The New York Herald has “ flopped” 
again. The capture of the Illinois Conven­ 
tion so alarmed it that the next day it sol­ 
emnly announced itself for Grant. Finding 
that its sudden anil preposterous change of 
front only brought down upon it the ridi­ 
cule of the country, and perceiving that after 
all the nomination of Grant was not a fore­ 
gone conclusion, it has now turned another 
somersault, and as gravely as before re­ 
m arks: “ It is important that incipient 
“ Imperialism should be not 
merely 
“ scotched but killed. Grant’s defeat at 
“ Chicago would merely seotcli the snake,

K earney on Ihe S and Lot A gain—W hat 
B e T h in k s o f th e C re cn b a ck e rs—'The 
Iia( Passed A round. 
San F rancisco, May 30th.—At the sand 
lot to day Kearney took the stand and opened 
ou the police and Superior Court Judges, 
while paying a compliment lo the Supreme 
Bench. He announced his intention of leav­ 
ing for Chicago next Wednesday, to attend 
the National Greenback Convention. Re­ 
garding the split among the Workingmen, he 
said that it was merely an honest difference 
of opinion, except in the case of a few design­ 
ing men who would shortly be exposed in 
their true colors. He exhorted the Working­ 
men to stop quarreling among themselves, 
and above all not to abuse the Greenbackers, 
who were the only patriots iu the country. 
If a platform was adopted at Chicago which 
suited him he would stump the State for it, 
and if the Workingmen didn’t like it he 
would oiganize a party that would. If the 
platform proved unsatisfactory, the Califor­ 
nia Workingmen could confine themselves to 
local issues, and let the other States take 
care of themselves, lie said, further, that in 
the past he had exerted himself to prevent 
riot aad bloodshed, but would never do it 
again. A collection was taken up to defray 
Kearney’s expenses to Chicago, amounting to 
§108 75. 
Other outside donations subse­ 
quently raised the sum to §189.

S an F ra n c isco , May 30th.—At a meeting 
of Ward Presidents to-day resolutions were 
introduced that the party refuse to express a 
choice for President until after the nomina 
tions have been made, and then support the 
best candidate for the W. P. O. This was 
evidently a slap at the proposition to affiliate 
with the Greenbackers, and caused a hot de­ 
bate, during which Kearney entered and 
made a vigorous fight on behalf of the Green- 
backers.

V ic to ria , May 29th.— The miners on 
Ruby creek held a public meeting recently 
to denounce tho Seattle trail to the Skagit 
gold mines, and appointed a deputation "to 
cross the line to Hope and ask British Co­ 
lumbia packers to send in supplies. A fa­ 
vorable answc-r has been returned. The Col­ 
onist says that all but fifty of the miners have 
been driven out of the mines by starvation, 
and.calls on the Government and people of 
the province to send provisions to those who 
are doing their best to open the country 
against fearful odds. 
The frost of Monday and Tuesday nights 
last has proved more destructive than was at 
first thought. Potatoes, onions and other 
young root-crops have been cut down and de­ 
stroyed, and some varieties of plum3 and 
cherries have been nipped in. the blossom. 
The steamer Princess Louise arrived here 
at [I o'clock last night with passengers who 
left Yale per steamer Royal City at 4 o'clock 
yesterday morning, and thus made the 
through passage in seventeen hours, including 
all detentions on Fraser river and at New 
XVestminster. 
The first fatal accident on the Canada Fa- 
citie Railway, Pacific Division, occurred at 
Yale, on Thursday, by the premature explo­ 
sion of a blast in a tunnel. The head of a 
blaster named XV. Iiyne was crushed in. 
At a meeting of the Victoria Board of 
Trade, held yesterday, it was resolved, that 
in view of the probable increase of traffic 
between Victoria and the interior ot British 
Columbia, this Council is of opinion that in 
the interests of trade it is highly desirable 
that direct communication between the ter­ 
minal points, viz., Yale and Victoria, should 
be established at once, thereby avoiding 
transhipment and detention of passengers 
and freight at intermediate places, and de­ 
creasing the cost of traveling and the expense 
of freighting merchandise. 
An arrival from Skagit says there are only 
alxmt fifty men on Ruby creek, and about 
one hundred at Goodell’s landing. 
There 
are practically no supplies in the mines, the 
Seattle route having proved an entire failure. 
Nothing is being done towards improving the 
trail, but a toll of four bits is actually 
charged by a stalwart road agent, who steps 
out from behind a rock, and makes the boys 
“ potlatch.” No one is taking out gold at 
the diggings, the water being too high. 
The snow is all gone, and the weather is 
warm aud pleasant.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


J a c k s PICTURE.—Prior to sending .Tack 
Dowd to the County Jail for trial. Chief 
Karcher concluded to add Jack’s picture to 
the list in the rogues’ gallery at police head­ 
quarters, and invited him to go up town, as 
he wanted to have his picture taken. This 
Jack at once positively declined to do under 
any circumstances, and said his picture never 
had beeD in a police gallery, and he would l>e 
blown to Bahama if it ever should be while 
he was alive. Opportunities were watched to 
get a camera successfully aimed at him in his 
unsuspecting moments, hut this he constantly 
suspicioned and watched for. Finally a pho­ 
tographer was secreted in the stable in the 
rear of police headquarters, and a hole cut 
in the stable door, with the front end 
of the instrument close to the opening, 
and ali in readiness for a “ take,” 
when Jack carelessly walked out of 
the bach door conversing with an officer, 
and another one was carelessly standing in 
such a positioi as to conceal the hole in the 
door. Justas Jack was in good range they 
casually stopped and the man stepped away 
from in front of the door, but the instant he 
did so Jack discovered the hole in the door, 
and, throwing up his hands over his face, he 
darted into the building like a flash. No 
further effort was made until Friday, 
when officer Jackson took the picture busi­ 
ness in hand; Dowd meantime having been 
transferred to the County Jail. Having got 
a camera arranged at a window in the 
west Superior Court-room, on the second floor 
of the Court-house, with old dusty papers 
and other things arranged confusedly over 
the window and an old black hat cover­ 
ing the exposure through which the 
instrument pointed, .Tack 
with other 
pri- oners was 
casually let out into 
the jail yard and accidentally two chairs were 
left unoccupied, into which Jackson and 
Dowd in their conversation happened to drop. 
Jack had not forgot his previous experiences, 
and looking up espied the hat in the window 
ami in an instant caught off his hat and 
swinging it rapidly before his face shot into 
the jail ¡ike lightning, ami in doing so run 
against some fresh black paint, most of which 
he carried away on his white shirt sleeves. 
Jackson went soon after to sea what Dowd 
ran for, ami upon being told that he had sold 
himself that time Anally ventured out cau­ 
tiously to inspect for himself, and being told 
it was an old store room up there where the 
wind. 
was, infested with old paper* con­ 
taining legal notices, and old judicial cast­ 
off hats, etc , he concluded he had taken false 
alarm, and in time sat down again and told 
jokes and stories with Jackson, who sat un­ 
concerned close by. As soon as all was quiet 
• 
y were not in the direction of the 
“ old store-room window” the artist removed 
the hat and took two instantaneous views 
in different positions of cautious Jack with­ 
out the faintest distrust on his part ; but 
Jackson’s picture being also included in the 
group, and Dowd havirg h’s hat on, 
Jackson now, wanting to get still another 
view with Dowd’s hat off, suggested that his 
head was not as big as Dowd’s, and faking 
his own hat i tf to look at it Dowd did the 
same, but the instant he did so thought he 
discovered something at the window again, 
ami striking his bands quickly back and forth 
in front of his face, and instituting quick mo­ 
tions of the chin and mouth, to burst any 
attempt that was being made again to get 
his phi,:, he tyoited like an arrow into the 
building, and refused to “ sun” any longer, 
declaring that “ the old window up there 
somehow or < tiier has a damned suspicious 
look to it, ami I don’t propose to give any 
sittings for Karchei’s accommodation, nor 
any other police artang meiit; aud if they 
ever get my picture they will be smarter than 
now.” 
Kscatikg H ighwayman.— Detective J. II. 
Hume of this city writes from Pilot Hill to 
the IIecoisd-Union, inclosing an account of 
the robbery of the Georgetown and Placer- 
ville stage robbery of May 24th. The stage 
did not carry the express box. A passenger 
was robbed of $G5 in coin. That night, four 
citizens, searching for the robbers, met them 
on the grade a mile west of Greenwood. The 
robbers fled into the thicket, the posse firing 
after them. The next evening one of the 
robbers appeared near Greenwood bareheaded 
and with a ficsh ballet wound through the 
left upper arm, at a c thin about four miles 
ftotn Greenwood, had the wound dressed, ate 
a hasty meal, procured an old chip hat, and 
left, going southwest. He is described as 
being about 30 years old ; 5 feet 8 inches to 
5 feet 10 inriies high ; light complexion ; 
sandy mustache and beard; bald place on 
top of bis head; wore dark coat and pants, 
with tattered overalls over pants; left arm 
in sliug ; holes cut in each boot at ankle 
bones ; 
old chip hat, rim somewhat 
broken; cirty white shirt, with calico shirt 
over it; carries a double-barreled shot gun. 
He is probably an American. The robbers 
are believed to be the same parties who 
robbed the Milton st ige in Calaveras April 
21), 1S80, and attempted to rob the Jackson 
and lone stage May dth. No. 2 of the rob­ 
bers in th.> c cases is described to be about 32 
years old, 5 feet fl inches high, dark eyes and 
complexion, very dark hair and moustache, 
dark or black clothes and hat. There are 
liberal “ standing rewards” for the arrest 
and conviction of stags robbers. Thursday 
last, ab ut a rnila below Centerville, El Do­ 
rado county, an unarmed man attempted to 
arrest the wounded robber above referred to, 
but failed, the highwayman fleeing to the 
chaparral in the direction of Mormon I-land. 
It is now known that the index finger of this 
robber's right hand is deformed, the end 
crooking out from t.he second finger. Mr. 
Hume believes the fellow is trying to get off 
the “ divide,” and thinks a bright look-out in 
tiiis direction may result in his capture.

The next two steamers arriving from 
China are expected to add to our Chinese 
population about 1,100.

The old Northern Pacific liailroad is uego- 
tiating for the services of 1,000 more.

20th. 
The sea w as running high at the 
time, and he went down before assistance 
could reach him.

The Fifteenth Industrial Exhibition of 
the Mechanics’ Institute will be inaugu­ 
rated on August 10th, the Pavilion being 
opened for the reception of goods from and 
after Monday, July 26th.

Iu his opinion, 
while endeavoring to remove the tumor, 
lie had injured the lady internally, and the 
operation would prove fatal.
